Reasons 

1 . The alleged invention of the sub j ect application as defined 
in the claims specified below falls under Section 29, Item 1, 
No. 3 of the Patent Law and is not patentable, as it is the same 
invention as that disclosed in the below-listed documents 
distributed in Japan or abroad or the same invention as the 
invention that had become usable by the public through 
communication network before the filing of the subject 
application. 

2 . The alleged invention of the sub j ect application as<ief ined 
in the claim specified below is not patentable under the 
provisions of Section 29, Item 2 of the Patent Law, as it woul<i 
have been readily created by those having ordinary skill in the 
technical field, to which it belongs, on the basis of the 
inventions disclosed in the below-listed documents distributed 
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in Japan or abroad or the inventions that had become usable by 
the public through communication network before the filing of 
the subject application. 

3 • The alleged invention of the subject application as defined 
in the claim specified below is not patentable under the 
provisions of Section 29^^^ of the Patent Law^ as it is identical 
with the invention disclosed in the specification or drawings 
originally attached to the request of another application for 
a patent or for a utility model registration filed earlier than 
the subject application and undergone publication (Kokoku) or 
laying-open for public inspection {Kokai) after the filing of 
the subject application and moreover, the inventors of the 
subject application are not identical with those made the 
invention of the application filed earlier than the subject 
application and at the time of the filing of the subject 
application, the applicant of the subject application is not 
the same person as the applicant of the earlier application. 

Remarks

Reasons 1 and 2 (sic.) 
[Claim 1] 

Cited Document 1 discloses a hair dye composition, which 
comprises a first pack containing benzyl alcohol, polyethylene 
glycol, aqueous ammonia and water and a second pack containing 
hydrogen peroxide. Further, the pH is also disclosed to range 
from 5 to 11 (Cited Document 1 [004 6] , Example 12; Cited Document 
2, Examples 5-7, page 32, Table 2; Cited Document 3, Example 
1) . 

Reason 2 

[Claim 1] 

Cited Document 4 discloses a hair dye composition of pH 
8 to 12 with a first pack, which contains an alkaline agent. 
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an aromatic alcohol and water, and an oxidizing agent added 
therein ([0025], [0026]). It also contains a description to 
the effect that additives, which can generally be incorporated 
in cosmetics, can be added further. 

As disclosed in Cited Documents 1 to 3, polyethylene glycol 
is an ingredient added in a hair dye composition in which an 
aromatic alcohol is contained as an additive. As disclosed in 
Cited Documents 5 to 6, polyethylene glycol, polyoxyethylene 
polyoxypropylene glycol and the like are known as ingredients 
to be added in a first pack of a hair dye composition. 

Therefore, it would have been easy to one having ordinary 
skill in the art to make such an endeavor as adding, in the 
invention disclosed in Cited Document 4 , a polyoxyalkylene glycol 
on the basis of the descriptions of Cited Documents 1-3,5-6. 

Reason 3 

Specification 7 of the prior application discloses a hair 
dye composition comprising a first pack, which contains benzyl 
alcohol, polyethylene glycol, aqueous ammonia and water, and 
a second pack with hydrogen peroxide contained therein. pHs 
of from 5 to 11 or from 3 to 12 are also disclosed (Publication 
7 [0032], Examples 1-11; Publication 8 [0062], Example). 

At present, no ground for rejection is found on the 
invention of the claims other than the claim indicated in this 
Notice of Reasons for Rejection, if any. If any ground for 
rejection is newly found, however, it will be notified 
accordingly.
